4] was thirteen years old when I came Lo
Parie.

It was the fivst lyrie theatre which re-
ceived my works. This success emboldened
me, and during several years [ knocked dis-
oreetly but vainly at the doors of all the musi-
cal theatres in Paris, giving meauwhile an
annnal concert at Herz's or Pleyel's, at whioch
were executed my compositions—operetias,
concerted pieces, ete,

¢ In 1851 M, Arsene Houssave invited me to
undertake the somewhat curious functions of
chyf d'erehestrs at the Thidtre Francais—that
orchestra at the Théatre Framoals, which it
would have been easy to do without.

“Youn will easily underatand that the daties
of my new situntion by no means took up the
whole of my time. 1 wrote some musio for
the entr'actes, I accepted or rejected candidatea
for positions in the orchestra, and now and
then by chance I conducted, haton®in hand.

“There remaing to me a delightful remem-
brance of that time—‘La Chanson de For-

~funio,! One day Alfred de Musset, whom I
had never seen, came iuto Houssaye's room
and said to him—'If yon see Offenbavh, beg
him to be good enough to write some muiic
for the song of “Fortunio.”' (The ‘Chan-
delier’ bad just been put in rehearsal.y |
happened to be present, an intro luction took
place, and the libretto was sant for. 1 set
about my task, and the next day Houssaye
pent me to Delannay, who had been cust for
the part.

"H’uu know Delaunay, the chiarming lover,
with thal sweetest and smoothest of volces,
whose accents are rather those of a woman
than a man’s? He was a delicions Forlunio,
whom one would certainly have supposed
mu#t have possessad an extraordinary high
goprano. [sut down to the pilano and sang
my musio, and he tried it after me, My fin-
gers remained fastened to the keys, and [ was

lunged into an umspeakable astonishmaent.
f‘ww that delicate throat, from that almost
childlike mouth, eame notes powerful, vigor-
oug, deep. Delannay’s voice was & magni-
ficent conuter-tenor (une basse-taillo superbn).

“I took my manuseript and foldad it up
again, sadly enough, Heunceforth it was of no
use, at the Thiitre Franoais, at lenst; for
Fortunio could mot decently murmur words
of love to Jacqueline with the voios of a La-
blache or Levasseur. By my advice Delaunay
contented himsell with reciting initead of
ginging the stanzas, and I kept my welody
